very injudicio us thing. The Central 
Trust Co mpany, to who m the electric 
light franchise was assigned, will 
undo ubtedly sift the matter to the 
bo tto m and have it decided witho ut 
any help fro m the Brainerd bo ard o f 
trade, they are abundantly able; and 
while it may be gratifying to Mr. 
Kindred to kno w that the bo ard, o r 
the members present Mo nday even­ 
ing, are willing to bankrupt that 
bo dy in o rder to help j>ay an atto rney 
to decide the matter we hardly think 
the game is wo rth the ammunitio n 
wasted. The bo dy referred to are 
no t in a po sitio n to pay o ut this sum 
o f mo ney fo r a thing that is bo und to 
be 
co nsumated witho ut their aid 
and pro bably witho ut their advice 1 k*- 
ing asked. 
The 
gentleman who 
vo ted to pay this mo ney o ut no do ubt 
acted in go o d faith but their jndg« *- 
ment was at fault. If the mo tive 
advanced fo r so do ing was simply to 
sho w to interested parties that they 
had their cause at heart and were 
with them there were o ther metho ds 
that might have been emplo yed 
in a mo re satisfacto ry manner to the 
bo ard and with pro bably just as go o d 
results. There is no do ubt but that 
this questio n as to the legality o r 
illegality o f the franchise must co me 
up so o ner o r later and tho o pinio n 
prevails amo ng a go o d many that 
no w is the accepted time, while o thers 
seem to think that a year o r two later 
wo uld be the better time to inquire 
into it, after we have assumed met­ 
ro po litan pro po rtio ns. 
The exagerat­ 
ed repo rts sent o ut to the daily press 
o f S t Paul and Minneapo lis fro m 
this city will have mo re serio us ef­ 
fect than wo uld o therwise have re­ 
sulted. 


The Demo cats are a co wardly set and 
dare no t meet squarely the issue whic h 
they themselves have issued and are 
no w claiming that their tariff po licy 
do es no t mean free trade but o nly 
tax reductio n. They struck o ut bo ld­ 
ly fo r free trade, but finding that they 
have made a sad mistake they,are no w 
trying to * retreat fro m their po sitio n. 
This they will no t be allo wed to do . 
The Republicans will ho ld them to 
the issue raised, and fo rce the peo ple 
to say whether we shall have pro tec­ 
tio n o r free trade.

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“ The years of a lifetime are too few 
to efface from memory a scene in 
which I was an active participant one 
night more than twenty years ago in 
the wilds of East Tennessee.” The 
speaker was an old volunteer officer 
who served through the war in an Ohio 
regiment. 
He had seen a great deal of 
war in all its phases, and bad been 
once severely wounded. At this time 
he was one of a small company of 
friends who were talking of those stir­ 
ring events. 
Being pressed to tell the 
stoiy of the night m question he con­ 
tinued: 
“ I belonged to 
the 
old Fqurth 
cqrp« , army of the Cumberland. When 
•Uncle Billy’ Sherman laid A tlanta in 
ashes and pulled out with five corps 
for Savannah, he sent back the Fourth 
and Twenty-third, under ‘Old Bap’ 
Thomas, you remember, to take care 
of Hood, who, by a wide detour to 
the north and wesf, had turned up on 
the Tennessee river and was threaten­ 
ing Nashville. The repulse ot Hood 
at FrAnkiin, follower!, two 
weeks 
later, by the magnificent victory of 
Thomas at Naehville, almost destroy­ 
ed the confederate army. 
From the 
day those demoralized remnants re­ 
crossed the river we never again look­ 
ed into the muzzle of their muskets. 
I have said all this so that you may 
understand how it happened that we 
were awa^ up among the mountains 
of East '1 ennessee. 
“ Late one evening there came to us 
news that threw the camps of the va­ 
rious brigades and divisions into the 
wildest uproar. No language of mine

though it is usua lly held to Ik* so,

“ ra ther:” a s when Dea n Swift wrote 
to a friend in Engla nd tha t it wa s 
“ bloody hot in Dublin.” he simply 
mea nt in Irish-da elie phra se tha t it 
wa s ra ther hot. But the English 
lower cla sses, who employ the word 
so frequently, though they some­ 
times substitute “ blooming,” would 
not perha ps interla rd their ta lk with 
it so ‘persistently a nd offensively if 
they knew tha t no grea ter force a t­ 
ta ched to it tha n the very meek a nd 
colorless sense of “ ra ther” which 
etymologica lly belongs to it.—Bla ck­ 
wood's Ma ga zine.

Be-Usios of the VnlosDta ami Confederate* at 
(iettjutisrs, and Some Fraternal War Talk. 
Gettysburg was on Sunday the let, the 
scene of a different sort of gathering from the 
one assembled there just twenty-five yeart 
ago. It was a re union of the survivors ol 
the battle, in which the men of both sides p ar­ 
ticip ated. 
In the evening, dress p arade in the p res­ 
ence of 10,IKK) p eop le was followed by a sa 
rred concert by the E rank ford band. Reynohh 
grove was a throng of humanity for an houi 
liefore the meiaoral exercises of the 1st army 
corp s were called to order. During the gath­ 
ering of the audience, Gen. Longstreefc wot 
escorted to the stand, and hundreds of veter 
ans of the blue shook hands with him. Gov. 
Beaver und his staff and a number of con 
federate survivors 
occup ied scats. Gens 
Beaver and Lonjrstm 't were recctv**d with 
cheer. Gen. K. I*. Halstead, p resident of the 
First Army t'orjis Association, o|**ned the 
exercises and introduced Bishop New man of 
Washington, who, in a fervid invocation, 
gave thanks for the bravery and heroism dis­ 
p layed here in the maintenance of constitu­ 
tional liberty. 
Gov. Beaver was enthusiastically received, 
esp ecially by the veterans. Gen. John <\ 
Robinson, o rato r of the oreasion, thanked 
Gov. Beaver for his cordial welcome ex­ 
tended the first arm y corp s veterans and 
comp limented the Keystone state on her 
constant and substantial testimonials of ap ­ 
p reciation of the soldiers. He considered 
this u great day for the first army corp s to 
meet after a quarter of a century on the field 
made historic by their valor, and asserted 
with emp hasis th at not half has been told of 
the d<*eds of this command in this, one of the 
most im p ortant engagements during the en­ 
tire battle: giving full credit to what others 
had done here, he thought it should Is* re- 
memlsfed th n th ere the first corp s held in 
check for six hoars two-thirds of the confei- 
erute army. 
George Frederick Smith, the war governor 
of New Hamp shire, on ls*ing introduced, 
counted it one of the most im p ortant events 
of his life to 1»* p resent, and after brief re­ 
marks closed with the exp ression th at he 
should never cease to hold in highest regard 
the men who had done this great country 
such service as was disp layed on this sp ot. 
The confederate general. Jam es Longstrcet, 
•was next introduced, and received hearty 
cheers. He said he was not on the Meld in 
time to witness the engagement between the 
1st corp fl ami the troop s of the South; was 
glad to lie p reserit and p articip ate in these 
exercises, for he saw in them the develop ment 
ttf «1 symp athy such us w.is born in the 
hearts ofall w hoknow how to ap p reciate that 
f*-» *ling.and thought none knew lietter how to 
manifest these feelings than the troop s of the 
1st corj*s. 
After sh akin g of the advantages of the 
federal p osition he said that here tlie south­ 
ern army met its fate, but not for want of 
valor In* said: “ Picket’s charge has not a 
i 
iuralle] in the annals of war,” and touehing- 
y alluding to the dead said, “such is the 
same service sometimes demanded by the 
usages of war,” glancing toward Hound Top , 
“ von crowning height* are now far more 
p leasant for fraternal meetings.” In closing 
fie said: 
“The ladies are 
p resent, God 
bless them, and may they dis|*el all al­ 
lusions thut may come bet wren the p eop le.” 
The band p layed “ Dixie” before Loug- 
str*i*t’s sp eech, and “ Yankee Doodle.” after 
which Gen. Fairchild was introduced ami 
start***! out with the sentence: “Twenty-five 
years have made it |H***ibIe to sandwich a 
confederate and a yunkee between ‘Dixie’ ami 
‘Yankee Doodle.’ ” 
He did not know a l*ett« *r object lesson for 
th« * young than th« *se fraternal gatherings of 
those two onre hostile armies. He agreed 
with Gov. Beaver’s op ening remarks concern­ 
ing the use of the Sabbath for this p urp ose, 
and thought no day too holy to visit th*-s** 
scenes and hold memorial services over th** 
•lead, la times of war it was not too holy to 
fight on Sunday, and with j» ro|K*r motives in 
the heart this was not too holy a day to p ay 
Well-merited tribute to the dead. 
Prof. Williams, of Providence, R. f,, l’rof. 
Estine, historian of the first corj» s, and sever­ 
al others sp oke briefly. 
skcokd p ay o r Tin: GETTYsnrno kim mos. 
There was a strange similarity l*etwren this 
day (the 3rd of J ul\) and that of twenty-tivc 
years ago. Then the armies of M*-ad<* and 
e*e confronted each other, So to-da y the 
federal* and confederates were once more on 
field and again was the one oaSeminnrv Kidge 
and the other on Cemetery Hill.

At the conclusion of the p arade Rev. Twiteh- 
ell nf Hartford. Conn.. ojiened the exercises 
with p rayer. Gen. Robinson of New Y » rk 
onesided. The p oet of th« * occasion. George 
Parsons Lathrop , was unable to !»* p resent, 
but p art of his p oem was read by Gen. H ora­ 
tio C. King, secretary of t be Society of the 
Army of the Potomac. When the orator, 
George William Curtis, was p resent***! 
Ik* was 
grreOsi with hearty ap p lause. Mr. Curtis 
sp oke as follow s: 
On this Meld we con seer life ourselves to 
American union. In this hallowed ground 
lie buried not only brave soldiers of the bine 
and gray, but the p assions of war. the jeal­ 
ousies of sections and the bitter root of nil 
our national differences—human slavery. As 
the fate of Christendom was determined at 
Tours, th at of American indep endence at 
Saratoga, aud th at of modern Euroj*e at 
Waterloo, the destiny of the American union 
was decided at Gettysburg.

If ignorance and semi-barbarous dominance 
be fatal to civilized communities, not less so 
is constant and deliberate defiance of law. 
In a national union of states, where fttir «•!<**•- 
tions are assumed, systematic fraud or vio­ 
lence or op p ression of vot« *s. in the event of ji 
closely contested p oll, would inevitably de­ 
stroy the conviction th at the ap p arent re­ 
sult would he challenged amid disorder. 
It 
is not enough th a t a national election Is* 
fair; it must be the national conviction that 
it is fair. The citizens of this magnificent 
commonwealth cannot reach across tlie Po­ 
tom ac nhd imp ose their will res|H*cting tlx* 
suffrage up on the mother of stat**s. nor can 
th** Stub's of New England dictate legislation 
to the states of th** Northwest.

Army of Northern Virginia and the Army of 
the Potomac. It li**s in the manly emotion 
with which th** generous soldier sees only th** 
sincerity and courage of his ancient foe. and 
scorns succession of a lingering enmity, it 
lies in the |>erf**ct freedom of s|si**-h and j*cr 
feet fraternity of sp irit which now for three 
days have glowed in these heroic jierils and 
echoed in this enchanted air.

Bessons Given by President fleTelsnd for Offer 
Ins Private Pension Legislation. 
The p resident sent to congress a messag* 
retoeing a bill granting a p ension to Mary 
Anne Doherty. It states that a large short 
of the rep ort o f the senate committee on |***n 
sions (adop ted also by the house committee) 
consists of the ]w*tition in which the woman 
says th a t her husband (who had serve*! 
in a New Jersey regiment) 
left her in 
1865 and has not b**cn heard of since. She 
had n*eeived a p ension as the widow of Dan 
iel Doherty, until it was discovered th a t hr 
was alive and living in Philadelp hia, and war 
himself drawing a p ension there. She had 
succeeded in getting the p ension in the first 
instance by much false swearing. The p olice 
records of Washington (w here she has ls*en 
living) showed her to be a woman of very bad 
character, and thnl she had been under arrest 
nine times for drunkenness, larceny, creating 
disturbances und other misdemeanors. The 
p resident then enters up on a consideration o 
p ension legislation generally and says: 
I cannot sjm*II out any 
p rincip le up on 
which the bounty of the government is l»e- 
stowed through the instrum entality of the 
flood of p rivate ]*etision bills that teach me. 
The theory s****rns to have been adop ted that 
no.man who served in the army can l» e the 
subject of death, or imp aired health, excep t 
they are chargeable to his service. Medical 
theories ure set at naught and the m**st 
startling relation is claimed between alleged 
incidents of military service and disability 
or death. F atal ap op lexy is admitted to 
the result of quite insignificant wounds; heart 
disease is attributed to chronic diarrluea. 
consump tion to hernia, and suicide is traced 
to army service in a wonderfully devious 
and curious way. Adjudications of the js*n- 
sion bureau 
are overruled in 
the most 
|s*remp tory 
fashion 
by 
the 
s|M**ial 
acts 
of 
congress, 
since 
nearly 
all 
the 
beneficiaries 
unmcd 
in 
these 
bills have unsuccessfully ap p lied to this bu­ 
reau for relief. This course ttf s|K<rial legisla­ 
tion iqierates very unfairly. Those with cer­ 
tain influence or friends to p ush their claims 
p rocure p ensions, but those with neither in­ 
fluence nor friend* must content themselves 
with their fate under general laws. 
It <qs*r- 
at« *s unfairly bv increasing in numerous in­ 
stances the |**n*ions of those already on the 
roll, while many other more deserving case*, 
from the lack of fortunate advocacy, are 
obliged to be content with the sum p rovide*] 
by general laws. The ap p rehension may well 
Is*entertained th at the freedom with which 
the*** p rivate {tension bills are p ass« *d tur 
nitdies 
an 
inducement 
to 
fraud 
and 
imp osition, 
while 
it 
certainly 
teaches 
the 
vicious 
lesson 
or 
p lea 
that 
the 
treasury 
of 
the 
national 
government 
invites the ap p roach of p rivate need. None 
of us should Is* in the least wanting hi regard 
for th** veteran soldier, and i will yield to no 
man in a desire to ***** those who defended tin* 
government when it needed defender* liberally 
t reated. Unfriendliness to our veterans is a 
charge easily and sometimes dishonently 
made. I insist that the true soldier is a 
good citizen and that he will Is* satisfied with 
generous, fair and « *<iual consideration for 
those who are worthily entitled to help .

In the discharge of what has 
seemed to me my duty as related to legisla­ 
tion and in the interest of nil the veterans o f 
th** Union army, 1 have attemp ted to stem 
the tide of imp rovident p eusiou en actm en ts, 
though I confess to a full share of r*-s{*on.« i- 
bility for some of these laws that should not 
have !***■» p assed. I mn far from denying 
that there are roses of merit which cannot

sup p orting ft, 1 have sup p osed I did only na 
duty in iuterjiosing an odjeetion. It s****m* 
to in** that it 
would 
Is* well if our 
general 
p ensions laws should d<* revised with a vk *w 
of m eeting every m erito rio us en*» * that ran 
art***. Our 
exp erience and knowledge of any 
deficiencies o ug h t to make the enactment of 
a com p lete p ension, code |ei*sil» le. 
In the 
aleeuce of su* 
h a revision, and if p ensions 
art* to Is* grant***! 
up on eq uitable 
ground*, 
und without regard to general laws, the j*re* 
rut methods would 
Is* greatly unp roved by 
th** establish m en t of some tribunal to exam­ 
ine th** facts in every c.i>*«* and determ ine 
up on

Generous to a Fanlt. 
The board of trade at its regular 
monthly meeting on Monday evening 
passed a reeolution appropriating 
$500 of the funds of that body for the 
purpose of testing the legality of the 
electric light franchise, or, as it was 
put at the meeting, to pay an attorney 
for an opinion on the subject. This 
action of the board of trade, while it 
is in itself harmless, places that body 
in an antagonistic position or light 
toward the city council, at least the 
members of that body so understand 
it—and in the opinion of numerous 
members of the board who were 
absent and several of the most active 
who were present the board did a 
very injudicious thing. The Central 
Trust Company, to whom the electric 
light franchise was assigned, will 
undoubtedly sift the matter to the 
bottom and have it decided without 
any help from the Brainerd board of 
trade, they are abundantly able; and 
while it may be gratifying to Mr. 
Kindred to know that tile board, or 
the members present Monday even­ 
ing, are wining to bankrupt that 
body in order to help jiay an attorney 
to decide the matter we hardly think 
the game is worth the ammunition 
wasted. The body referred to are 
not in a position to pay out this sum 
of money for a thing that is bound to 
be 
consumated without their aid 
and probably without their advice tie­ 
ing asked. 
The 
gentleman who 
voted to pay this money out no doubt 
acted in good faith but their judge­ 
ment was at fault If the motive 
advanced for so doing was simply to 
show to interested parties that they 
had their cause at heart and were 
with them there were other methods 
that might have been employed 
in a more satisfactory manner to the 
board and with probably just as good 
results. There is no doubt but that 
this question as to the legality or 
illegality of the franchise must come 
up sooner or later and tho opinion 
prevails among a good many that 
now is the accepted time, while others 
seem to think that a year or two later 
would be the better time to inquire 
into it, after we have assumed met­ 
ropolitan proportions. 
The exagerat­ 
ed reports sent out to the daily press 
of S t Paul and Minneapolis from 
this city will have more serious ef­ 
fect than would otherwise have re­ 
sulted. 


The Democats are a cowardly set and 
dare not meet squarely the issue whic h 
they themselves have issued and are 
now claiming that their tariff policy 
does not mean free trade but only 
tax reduction. 
They struck out bold­ 
ly for free trade, but finding that they 
have made asad mistake they,are now 
trying to*retreat from their position. 
This they will not be allowed to do. 
Hie Republicans will hold them to 
the issue raised, and force the people 
to say whether we shall have protec­ 
tion or free trade. We don’t wonder 
that the Democrats are sick, sorry 
and sore. But it is their own do­ 
ing, Cleveland's message, the Mills 
bill, the platform of 1884 which de­ 
clares “for revenue, for tariff only,” 
reaffirmed by the S t Louis platform, 
settles beyond dispute the position 
of the party, and in denying that they 
aim at free trade they are simply try­ 
ing to avert a stampede of wage- 
earners from their ranks to the Re­ 
publican standard of protection. Their 
utterences are governed wholly by 
policy and are disingenuous. 
They 
are trying to evade and dodge the issue. 
Not so, however, such men as Henry 
George and the English press. Mr. 
George truly says that “if Mr. Cleve­ 
land is elected, protection will have 
received its death blow.” The Lon­ 
don Star, reflecting the sentiment of 
England, pithily insists that “Mr. 
Cleveland’s ideas go a long way to­ 
ward free trade.” And they tell the 
whole story. 
Nothing would 
suit 
England better than to have our 
markets thrown wide open to English 
manufacturers, and the workingman 
who craves (foe privilege of earning 
pauper 
will help to do this and 
will su p j^ . the Democratic party. 
Those who desire steady employment, 
fair remuneration. American comforts 
and happy homes will stand by Har­ 
rison, Morton and protection. 
The 
Republicans have no quarrel with 
Great Britain, and desires none. But 
they do feel that this election should 
not be decided by Englishmen for 
England, but by Americans for Amer­ 
ica and her interests. 
We maintain 
that the Democratic policy is such 
as England approves, and that its 
adoption would benefit England's 
workshops and wage-earners, to the 
utter ruin of our own factories and 
our own laborers.

costs the wholesaler $1.20, and he 
adds one-fifth, or twenty-four cents, 
for his profit, which makes $1.44 al­ 
together. 
Then the retailer adds 
one-fourth, or thirty-six cents for his 
profit, making the cost ILK) to the 
consumer.—Brainerd Journal.

Every dollar he pays out for duties 
is charged to current expense ac­ 
count, just the same as our merchants 
charge money paid out for freight to 
his expense account. Who ever heard 
of a merchant adding freight to the 
cost of an article and charge a profit 
on it?

Protection vs. Free Trade. 
The free trade message of the 
president has already had a distubing 
influence on trade. 
The threat to 
{dace our manufacturing industries 
on a level with those of Europe is a 
serious one to men who have all 
their means and, perhaps, credit their 
credit invested in such an enterprises. 
The good that will come of this cam­ 
paign may prove a compensation for 
the present 
disturbance. 
If the 
country speaks in prositive terms for 
protection the issue will not be made 
again while tho present political 
leaders are on the stage of action. 
The free trade idea can never be 
presented under more favorable con­ 
ditions. The whole force of the ad­ 
ministration is directed to sustain 
this one issue. 
The south is making 
its bust fight for supremacy on section­ 
al lines. If beaten in November it 
will accept the policy that has made 
the North so prosperous, and in a 
short time it will be glad that it was 
beaten. But these periods of distrust 
should not be allowed to occur to 
often. When the president threw his 
free trade message at congress and 
thus raised the question whether pro­ 
tected industries were to continue to 
receive protection, 
he assumed a ; 
greater responsibility than he was 
probably aware of. 
Ho aimed a blow I 
at the capital invested in those enter- j 
prises and at the wages of working- ! 
men employed in them. Tile message J 
was in tim interest of New York im- | 
porters, whose business would be af­ 
fected if American manufacturers 
should supply the goods now import­ 
ed from Europe. The New York im­ 
porters have a right to look out for 
themselves, but it does not follow 
that the people shall elect a president 
who excepts their views. 
The issue, 
as drawn, is between the school of po­ 
litical economy, which teaches the 
value of diversified industries, and 
one which invites everybody to en­ 
gage in the occupation for which 
nature has adapted their especial 
locality.—New York World.

SODA WATER. 


The Different Hindu of Laborers Em ployed 
in “Pop Factories.*’ 
While a certain proportion of skilled 
labor Is required the majority of the 
"hand*” employed in soda water estab 
'ishments come, as a rule, from the 
bottom strata of the laboring classes. 
Of late years machinery and the gen­ 
eral use of siphons, so far as city trade 
is concerned, has so simplified th# 
work of manufacture that very little 
experience at the work will make a 
person tolerably proficient. 
Neverthe­ 
less there is a large element of danger 
in the employment, and to a green 
hand not a little bodily pain. 
Despite 
the multiplicity of 
“fountains” in 
drug stores, refreshment shops and on 
the street corners, a vast amount of 
the soda water consumed every day is 
sent from the factories in bottles, and 
it is surprising to learn through how 
many different hands a bottle of soda 
water has to pass before it is ready for 
the consumer. 
W hether an empty bot­ 
tle is “ returned" or comes out of the 
packing straw new from the manufac­ 
tory it is carefully washed, rinsed and 
dried in the soda water establishment 
by men employed to do this work and 
nothing else. 
It requires more, prac­ 
tice than a novice would imagine to do 
it rapidly and thoroughly. 
The wash­ 
ers don’t know what it is to have on 
dry clothes while at work. 
They rig 
themselves out in cast-off garments 
and splash around all day until they 
are as wet as so many wharf rats. 
After they are dried the bottles are 
stacked in crates and carried oft' to the 
“ fillers.” 
If intended for lemonade 
or lemon soda they go first to another 
squad of men, who dip in the required 
amount of syrup with a ladle. 
In bot­ 
tling the aerated water is pumped into 
the bottles just as it comes from the 
generators with a pressure of fifty 
pounds 
and 
over to 
the 
square 
inch. 
If 
a 
bottle 
has 
a 
flaw 
in 
it or the 
man handling it is 
careless the glass will burst into frag­ 
ments and scatter all over the room. 
An accident of this kind usually means 
trouble, sometimes quite serious, for 
others than the man who happens to 
he 
handling the bottle. 
In most 
factories the men protect themselves 
with devices for guarding the head and 
arms, but every season adds to the list 
of men disfigured for life through their 
own or somebody else's carelessness— 
an eye gone, a linger or two missing, 
or a scarred face. The young surgeons 
in the city hospitals are frequently 
called upon to attend such cases. 
The man who fills a bottle corks it 
and passes it along to a “ wirer,” who 
sits close beside him. 
It is the wirer's 
duty to draw a wire over the cork and 
fasten it securely around the neck of 
the bottle with a pair of pinchers. 
This, also, is a work requiring nimble 
fingers and some skill. 
It is a painful 
process for a new hand to learn to 
wire. 
The thin wire lacerates the 
flesh badly, and it Is a common thing 
to see a lad’s hands running with blood 
after a brisk day’s w*ork. 
After a few 
weeks at the business, however, the 
lingers get callous, just as oakum 
pickers’ fingers do, and the wirers get 
along very comfortably. 
When the 
wirers are through with the bottles 
they are staked in crates and carried 
away for another washing. 
A few 
pails of water are thrown over them 
and they are left to dry before going 
to the labelers. 
After labeling and 
polishing they are put away in cases 
ready to be sent off in delivery wagons 
a- fast as ordered. 
The process of 
filling siphons and patent bottles of 
numerous make is much simpler, more 
rapidly done and with less risk. 
But 
they are not suited to all branches of 
'.he tr*-de.—N. Y. Times.

pretentious sham , who has violated his pro- 
mist*#. debauched the civil service, insulted 
and hum iliated the stricken

republic, 
and 
injected 
an 
element 
of 
coarseness, 
vulgarity 
and 
sordidness 
in to 
every 
departm ent 
of the executive branch of the Government. 
It was an accident only which prevented tin* 
closing of Mr. Cleveland's political career a t 
the election of four years ago. 
Bv no law oi 
averages, perm utations or probabilities ever 
form ulated in m athem atic# is such an acci­ 
dent likely to be repeated w ithin the next 
IOO years a t least.—St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.

AN EVENTFUL NIGHT, 


How 15,000 Fetor##* Rejoiced Who# the E at 
Came—Mad**** of Joy Ca speak able. 
Written for the Tribune. 
\t* 
“The years of a lifetime are too few 
to efface from memory a scene in 
which I was an active participant one 
night more than twenty years ago in 
the wilds of East Tennessee.” The 
speaker was an old volunteer officer 
who served through the war in an Ohio 
regiment. He had seen a great deal of 
war in all its phases, and had been 
once severely wounded. At this time 
ho was one of a small company of 
friends who were talking of those stir­ 
ring events. 
Bein** pressed to tell the 
story of the night in question he con­ 
tinued: 
“I belonged to 
the 
old Fourth 
corps, army of the Cumberland. When 
‘Uncle Billy’ Sherman laid A tlanta in 
ashes and pulled out with five corps 
for Savannah, he sent back the Fourth 
and Twenty-third, under ‘Old Pap’ 
Thomas, you remember, to take care 
of Hood, who, by a wide detour to 
the north and west, had turned up on 
the Tennessee river and was threaten­ 
ing Nashville. The repulse of Hood 
at Franklin, followed, two 
weeks 
later, by the magnificent victory of 
Thomas at Nashville, almost destroy­ 
ed the confederate army. 
From the 
day those demoralize*! remnants re­ 
crossed the river we never again look­ 
ed into the muzzle of their muskets. 
I have said all this so that you may 
understand how it happened that we 
were away up among the mountains 
of East rI ennessee. 
“Late one evening there came to as 
news that threw the camps of the va­ 
rious brigades and divisions into the 
wildest uproar. No language of mine 
can convey more than a faint con­ 
ception of the reality. Nobody ever 
saw or heard anything Ilkv it before 
nor, probably, e%'er will again. 
I 
suppose you want to know what it 
was ail about. It was near the middle 
of April. Darkness had settled down 
over the great bivouac. 
The bugles 
had sounded the tatoo. The grizzled 
veterans who had been 
squatting 
around the camp-fires, talking over 
the scenes of the past and wondering 
when the war would be over-had 
knocked the ashes from their pijies 
and crawled within their little ‘pup’ 
tents, or their shelters made of boughs. 
All was still, save the measured tread 
of the sentinels as they passed to and 
fro upon their beats around the sleep­ 
ing army. 
“Suddenly 
then 
came 
rattling 
through the clear night air a sound 
that aroused every soldier in an in­ 
stant. We had often hem! it before, 
and 
it 
always 
meant 
business. 
It 
was the long roll at 
division 
headquarter#. 
And such a long roll 
as it was! The drummer handled his 
sticks as if he were pounding for his 
very life. When a soldier hears the long 
roll he never waits for orders. It is an 
alarm that has but one meaning. His 
duty is to get his ‘traps’ on and take 
his place in line, and to be very lively 
about it, too. The drums at the 
headquarters of each brigade took up 
the sound and the piercing blasts of bu­ 
gles joined in the cnorus. Started from 
their sleep the soldiers kicked off their 
blankets and it wasn’t a minute till the 
companies were formed, every man 
with 
his 
accoutrements 
buckled 
on and his musket at a ‘shoulder,’ 
in 
response 
to 
the 
‘F'all in!’ 
of 
the 
orderly 
sergeants. 
Again 
drums and bugles sounded, the com­ 
panies marched to the color line and 
the regiments were ready for action. 
It was a moonless night and thedark- 
ness of the oak woods was hut feebly 
di~j)elled here and there by the flicker­ 
ing light of the smouldering fires. 
“Everybody inquired of everybody 
else what the matter was. 
We had 
not supposed there was any consid­ 
erable force of the enemy within a 
hundred 
miles 
of 
us. 
But 
such 
alarms had always betokened some 
great emergency and 
the 
soldiers 
thought of nothing but a night attack 
upon the camp. Every ear was strained 
to catch the rattle of shots on the 
picket-line. 
No sound 
was 
heard 
save the bustle of the assembling 
troops and the voices of the officers as 
they gave the necessary command. It 
was one of those moments of anxious 
suspense that test the courage of the 
bravest veteran. 
“An orderly from brigade headquar­ 
ters dashed up and handed a paper to 
the colonel of our regiment. 
A bit of 
candle was found, and by its sputter­ 
ing light the colonel glanced at the 
message. Jumping about four fee: in 
the air he gave one wild, piercing yell, 
that an Apache chief might strive in 
vain to rival, 
We all thought for the 
moment that he had gone crazy. 
When he came down he handed the 
paper to the adjutant, letting off an­ 
other yell, 
ana told him to read 
it to the regiment. It was a copy 
of a telegram from Secretary Stanton, 
announcing the surrender of Lee's 
army. 
The scene that followed no 
words can adequately describe. 
The 
colonel and adjuntant swung their 
hats and danced around and fairly 
howled. 
Every officer and soldier iii 
the regiment, and in every other regi­ 
ment, did the same thing. 
We hail 
hear*! shouting and yelling before, and 
had done our full share of it on occa­ 
sion, but never anything like that 
which greeted 
the reading of this dis­ 
patch. 
From one end of the camp to 
the other the confusion and uproar 
were prodigious. 
Men laughed and 
danced and hugged one another, and 
rent the air with every kind of noise 
possible to the human voice, pitched 
in its highest key. It 
was as if the 
inmates of a score of lunatic asylums 
ha*I been turned loose in those Ten­ 
nessee woods. 
“When the yelling had in some de­ 
gree subsided, from sheer vocal ex­ 
haustion, the soldiers began to cast 
about for other means to make a 
noise. 
It didn’t matter what it was— 
the more discordant the better, only 
so that it helped to swell the awful 
din. 
Meanwhile, all the brass bands 
were playing—though nobody could 
tell what the tunes were—the shriek of 
fifes and rattle of drums were heard 
on every hand and the buglers strain­ 
ed to make themselves heard until it 
seemed as if they would blow their 
heads off. Then the artillery opened. 
Gun after gun joined in the mighty 
chorus until every battery in the corps 
was sending forth its thunders toecho 
among the mountains. Regiment after 
regiment began to fire their muskets. 
The men took the cartridges from 
their boxes, poured in the powder, 
jammed in the paper for wadding and 
blazed away. The balls they threw 
upon the ground; there was no fur­ 
ther use for them. Perhaps you can 
imagine the din; but it’s more likely 
you can’t. 
When the soldiers had 
shot away their cartridges they hunt­ 
ed up all the camp kettles 
and 
tin 
pans and beat them furiously with 
sticks and stones, still yelling and 
shouting as fast as they could gather 
breath enough to do so. The camp 
was a literal pandemonium. Heaped 
with wood the fires blazed high, and 
the forest was aglow with light. 
“Did the generals try to stop the 
riot? Not a bit of it. They felt just as 
hilarious and yelled as loud as any 
body else. There was no rank in 
camp that night. Officers and men 
joined in the appalling racket, vying 
with one another in producing the 
most startling effects. 
Half an hour 
after the trouble began an orderly 
from headquarters brought around 
an order. 
It said: 
“ ‘Regim ental com m anders will issue ft 
ra tio n of whiskey to each officer and m an .’ 
“ T . S .—Give 'em a double ra tio n .’ 
“The army was not exactly a tem­ 
perance 
society, 
pledged to total 
abstinence, and you may well be­ 
lieve 
this 
order 
was 
received 
with 
great enthusiasm. 
It 
was 
not long till the ‘commissary’ was dis­ 
turbed, each man receiving his portion 
in his canteen or tin cup. 
An Illinois 
colonel mounted a stump and, as he 
hild up his canteen, declared that a 
man who wouldn’t get drunk that 
night didn’t deserve to haveacountry; 


be found sober in one hour by the 
watch he would be tried on the spot 
by 
drum-head 
court-martial. Ho 
then set an example by emptying his 
canteen at a single pull while the "boys 
cheered with tremendous vigor. 
“Under the exhilarating influence 
of 
the 
liquor 
the 
din 
became 
simply 
infernal—even 
that 
word 
serins 
weak 
and 
meaningless 
to 
describe such a scene. 
There 
was no violence, no fighting, every­ 
body had had enough 
of that. 
It 
was 
simply 
a 
happy drink 
all 
round. Thousands of voices joined 
in singing the old army songs—^‘Battle 
Cry of Freedom,’ ‘Red. White and 
Blue,’ ‘Tramp, Tramp,’ ‘John Brown’s 
Body’ and the rude parodies of ‘Dixie’ 
and ‘Bonnie Blue Flag.' lf harmony 
was lacking the deficiency was made 
up a hundredfold in the vast volume 
of sound. Now and then somebody 
would start up the doxology—‘Praise 
God I* rom \\ horn All Blessings Flow’ 
—to the tune o f ‘Old Hundred!,’ and 
those leather-lunged veterans would 
sing it as it was never sung before. 
There wasn’t a thought of irreverence 
about it, either. They sung it ‘with 
the spirit and with the understanding 
also,’ as truly as ever did the worship­ 
pers at a Methodist camp-meeting. 
“Men did all sorts of grotesque and 
ridiculous things. They climbed trees 
and yelled from among the branches; 
they made heroic speeches from logs 
and stumps; they turned their clothes 
inside out; they rode one another on 
poles—they did everything that great 
fertility of resource in this direction 
could suggest. At the headquarters 
of our brigade a horse bucket full of 
egg-nog was made,and the general and 
his staff indulged in copious libations. 
After several ‘rounds’ they sallied 
fort and seized the instruments of the 
band, 
and formed for 
a 
parade 
through the camp. The general head­ 
ed the procession with the bass drum, 
which he pounded so furiously that he 
broke 
in one of the heads. 
The 
staff 
officers, with horns, blew the 
most wildly discordant blasts. 
As 
they marched hither and thither, reg­ 
imental and company officers, and 
hundreds of soldiers feel in behind the 
general and his staff, until the col­ 
umn of howlinglunatics was a quarter 
of a mile long. 
“Now there are, no doubt, in this 
present year of our Lord, m any m ost 
excellent people who will say th a t the 
soldiers of the F ourth corps did a 
very 
reprehensible thing in getting 
drunk that night. 
While, perhaps, 
agreeing with them on general princi­ 
ples, I will say th a t no human being 
unless he has ‘been there’ can ri#e to 
the full comprehension of such an oc­ 
casion.

A BIG GUN. 


A Dfwxlptfen of a Ilritfeli Thunderer. 
Au Armstrong gun weighing one hun­ 
dred and ten pounds has recent ly been 
made a t the Flew irk Works, in Eng­ 
land, for a new British ship-of-war 
Bowman. 
As we are going into the 
gun business in this country, the fol­ 
lowing account of this English m on­ 
ster will he interesting: 
“In length it is 524 inches, or nearly 
44 feet. The inner tube is of solid 
steel throughout, 
strengthened 
by 
jackets of comparatively! thin steel 
hoops. The breech arrangement is by 
a solid steel plug. which is pushed in­ 
to position and there 
secured by 
a divided screw working into the 
jacketing 
which 
is 
prolonged 
to the rear beyond the gun-tube The 
length of the bore is 4^7 1-2 inches or 
30 calibers; and the rilling, which con­ 
sists of a multitude of small shallow 
grooves, extends for 3D * .2 inches or 
about 33 feet. The diameter of tile 
bole is 16 1-4 inches. The diameter 
of the powder chamber is a trifle over 
21 inches, and its capacity 28,610 cu­ 
bic inches. The twist of the rifling 
commences with one in 120 calibers, 
and increases to one in od calibers. 
The gun is mounted on a fine cast- 
steel truck, and this runs on six pairs 
of wheels.” 
T he folio wing acco u n t of ex p erim en ts 
with th is gun is given: 
“The first round was fired with COO 
pounds of Westphalian powder, of the 
class technically known as ‘prismatic 
No. 
I Brown,’ 
and a cylindrical 
projectile weighing 1,800 pounds. Hie 
velocity attained was 1,685 feet per 
second, giving an energy to the pro­ 
jectile of about 35,240 foot tons for 
the penetration oi armor. The sec­ 
ond round was with a shot of like 
weight and 700 pounds of the same 
powder, being the largest charge as 
yet tired in England. The velocity 
attained was 1,843 feet per second, 
the energy acquired being about 43,- 
100 foot tons. 
“The third round was with a simi­ 
lar projectile of 1,800 pounds and a 
powder charge of 800 po tun! s. The 
velocity attained was 2,00 i feet per 
second, and the energy rose to some 
50,000 toot tons. The pressures of 
the gases wit bin the chamber of the 
gun a t the time of the pow lei- dis­ 
charge were nine tons with the OGO 
pound charge, twelve tons with IOO 
pounds and fifteen tons with the 800 
pound charges. The recoil of the gun 
in the last round was controlled by 
the hydraulic buffers within four feet 
six inches. The proji*ctilec are fitted 
with copper rings as gas checks. rl he 
inner tube of the cun was in perfect 
condition a t the termination of the 
d ay ’s tiring. I t is expected when tho 
next date of proof firing is determined, 
th a t powder charges of 850 pounds. 
900 pounds, 925 pounds and J»0 
pounds will be used, with projectiles 
of I 8 0 0 pounds weight. In the latter 
case an energy on the projectile of 62,- 
7U0 loot tons may be expected to bo 
developed, capable of penetrating a r­ 
mor of more th an three feet of thick­ 
ness.”

In a national union of states, where fair elec­ 
tions are assumed, systematic fraud or vio­ 
lence or oppression of votes, in the event of a 
closely contested poll, would inevitably de­ 
stroy the conviction th at the apparent re­ 
sult would Im* challenged ami*! disorder. 
It 
is not enough th a t a national election be 
fair; it must be the national conviction th at 
it is fair. The citizens of this magnificent 
commonwealth cannot reach across the Po­ 
tomac abd impose their will res|**eting the 
suffrage upon the mother of states, nor can 
th** State's of New England dictate legislation 
to the states of the Nor! Ii west. 
But the Vir­ 
ginian knows th at the Pennsylvanian is vit­ 
ally interested ill his action. Iowa and Wis­ 
consin know th at Maine and Rhode Island 
have a common stake in such local laws, and 
as Washington aud Pinckney.

nelsons filren by President Cleveland for Offer­ 
ing Private Pension Legislation. 
The president sent to congress a message 
ret w ing a bill granting a pension to Mar.v 
Anne Doherty. It states that alarg e short 
of the report of tin* senate committee on jm*ii 
pions (adopted also by the house committee) 
consists of tie-petition in which the woman 
says th a t her husband (who had served 
in a New Jersey regiment) 
left lier in 
1865 anti has not been heard of since. She 
had received a iiension as the widow of Dan­ 
iel Doherty, until it was discovered th a t Ii* 
was alive and living in Philadelphia, and wa* 
himself drawing a pension there. She had 
succeeded in getting the pension in the first 
instance by much false swearing. The police 
records of Washington (where she has been 
living) showed her to be a woman of very bail 
character, and that she had linen under arrest 
nine times for drunkenness, larceny, creating 
disturbances and other misdemeanors. The 
president then enters upon a consideration o 
{tension legislation generally and says: 
I cannot spell .int any 
principle upon 
which the bounty of the government is lie- 
stowed through the instrum entality of the 
flood of private pension bills th at teach me. 
Til*,* theory s***-ms to have been n«lopt***l that 
no m an who served in the army can Im* the 
subject of death, or impaired health, except 
they are chargeable to his service. Medical 
tlieori**8 ure set at naught and the most 
startling relation is claimed bet ween al!**g«*d 
incidents of military service and disability 
or death. Fatal apoplexy is admitted to 
til** result of quite insignificant wounds; heart 
disease is attributed to chronic diarrhoea, 
consumption to hernia, ami suicide is traced 
to army service in a wonderfully devious 
and * tiriotts way. Adjudications of th** {x*n- 
sion bureau 
are overruled in 
th** most 
jM*remptory 
fashion 
by 
the 
sjHtial 
acts 
of 
congress, 
sin**** 
nearly 
all 
th** 
lienefleiaries 
named 
in 
these 
bills have unsuccessfully applied to this I si­ 
ren ti for relief. This course of special legisla­ 
tion operates very unfairly. Those with cer­ 
tain influence or friends to push their claims 
procure pensions, but those with neither in­ 
fluence nor friends must content themselves 
with their fate antler general laws. 
It ojM*r- 
Ht**s unfairly by increasing in numerous in- 
stances the pensions of those already on the 
roll, while many other more deserving cases, 
fro rn t he lack of fortunate advocacy, a re 
obliged to be content with the sum provided 
by general laws. Tin- apprehension may well 
be entertainer] th at the freedom with which 
th**s«* private pension bills are pass«*d lur- 
nisln-s 
an 
inducement 
to 
fraud 
and 
im posit ain, 
while 
it 
certainly 
teaches 
the 
vicious 
lesson 
or plea 
that 
the 
treasury 
of 
the 
national 
government 
invites the a pproach of private need. None 
of us should Im* in lite least wanting in regard 
for th** veteran soldier, ami I will yield to no 
man iii a desire to ***** tho*** who defended til** 
government when it needed defenders liberally 
treated. Fnfrietiilliness to our veterans is a 
charge easily mid sometimes dishonestly 
iii!ide. I insist that 
lh** true soldier is a 
good citizen and that he will Im* sat is fie* I with 
generous, fair and equal consideration for 
those who are worthily entitled to help. I 
have considered the {(elision list of the repuli- 
lie a roll of honor bearing name* ins* rilled by 
national gratitude, ami not by improvident 
and indiscriminate alms giving. I have con­ 
ceived th** prevention of the complete discredit 
whichniust ensue from the un reasonable, unfair 
and re rklens granting of pensions by special 
acts, to be the tw-st service I can render our 
veterans. In tin* discharge of what has 
seemed to me my duty as related to legisla­ 
tion and in th** interest .if all the veterans of 
the I.'nion army, I have attem pted to stem 
the tide of improvident pension enactments, 
though I confess to a full share of responsi­ 
bility f.ir some of th«-ee lawn that should not 
have li**cii {Missed. I nm far from denying 
that thereare cast** of merit which cannot 
Im- rea*-h**d except by *jM**-i;d enactment, 
but I do not lielieve there is a member of 
either house .ifcongress who will nut admit 
that this kind of legislation ha* ls**-n carri***! 
to** far. J have now bafaro me more than a 
hundred *|M-*ial (tension bill*, which eau 
hardly Im* examined within til** tim** allowed 
for that purpose. My aim ha* l*s*ii at all 
tines, indenting with bill* of t his character, 
to give the applicant for a pension the Im-ii«>- 
fit of any doubt that may arise, aud which 
balanced th** propriety «tfgr-atititig a (tension, 
if there *»*eni*sl any just foundation for the 
application; but when it s****m**d entirely out­ 
side of every rule. in it* nature or theprool 
supporting it, I have supposed I did only my 
duty in interlining nil odjeetion. It seems 
to m e that it would Im* well if our general 
pensions law* should lie revi***d with a view 
of meeting every meritorious ca*** that eau 
arise. Our <*x|x‘rieti<*e and knowledge of any 
deficiencies ought to make th* enactment of 
si complete (moi-Ion. <-«id** possible. 
Iii the 
nlteeiii'e of Bach a revision, and if pensions 
tire to Im- grunted upon equitable ground*, 
an*! without regard to general law*, the pres­ 
ent methods would lie greatly improved by 
tile establishment of some tribunal to exam­ 
ine the facts in every cane arid determine 
upon 
the 
merits 
of the 
applications.

tin the 201 h of May. the *-ngin*-**r of a train 
| going from < hicago to Aurora wa* startled 
bv a white light, which be described as I* ing 
tike an electric light, and a loud explosion, 
which jarred his engine sever* Iv and partially 
stunted him and hi* fireman. 
An examination of the engine showed th at 
til** forward t ruck wheel was broken, but not 
so much but that the engine was ahi** to pro­ 
ved.

The 
jynam ita cartridge had apparently been t ic ti 
lo th* rail with a fish line, and the wheel of 
the engine cut off a portion of tho cartridge, 
which dropped by the rail, where it wa* found 
the next morning. Tile remaining dynamite, 
when tile wheel* struck the can, exploded. 
Then- were at least two caps used in the cart­ 
ridge, the one round, not having exploded. 
Mi the remnant* of the palier found were the 
-ame manufacturer-* marks as were tin the 
••art ridge* captured 
on 
Thursday, with 
Bowle*. Broderick and Wilson. This brand, 
jr mark, on the cartridge affords sure means 
af locating tho manufacturer.

If slavery had not 
been abolished, or if it could be re-es­ 
tablished, the island would flourish. 
“What of the reports that the prac­ 
tice of cannibalism has been revived 
in Hayti?” ’ 
“In the main they are true. Hayti, 
of all the West Indies, is the most 
marked example of tho decay of the 
islands. When the French left it in 
1772 they lefr a superficially, at least, 
religious people, with churches, facto­ 
ries, and roads. 
Now there is not 
a church or a factory on t he island, 
and but one road, while the Catholic 
religion 
has be n 
abandoned for 
the Obi or 
f.-tisfi 
worship, 
and 
cannibalism bas again sprung up. 
'The island is a black republic, and no 
whites are allowed to own property. 
Iii fact, the only whites on the island 
are a few European traders, who con­ 
duct the financial affairs of the govern­ 
ment and lend it money. The island 
is not communicated with by the peo­ 
ple of ttie other islands, and the ne­ 
groes are left to devour one another 
as fast as they please. Their human 
flesh-eating is not that of the past 
century. They do not eat the flesh 
of the persons who have died, and 
having nobody to war with they can 
take no prisoners to cook and eat. 
They eat the flesh of children, taken 
when young, penned, and fattened for 
the least. Sometimes they steal chil­ 
dren from the neighboring islands and 
fatten them for their tables. They 
are drifting back into complete barba­ 
rism, and there is no inclination on 
the part of the other islanders to in­ 
terfere with their gradual extinction.

An Old Nam e R evam ped. 
Tile term “kettle drum” as applied 
to social gatherings is commonly sup­ 
posed to be of modern origin, but the 
New York Journal of Commerce in 
answer to several inquiries shows the t 
part of it at least is of ancient usage, 
and that the phrase as a whole has 
evoiuted by gradual processes into its 
present form and application: 
The name “drum” given to an even­ 
ing party is very old. Fielding, in his 
“Tom J ones” (1749), describes adm rn 
as “an assemblage of well-dressed per­ 
sons of both sexes, most of whom 
play at cards, and the rest do notiiing 
at all; while the mistress of tho house 
performs the part of the landlady at an 
inn, and like the landlady of an inn, 
prides herself on the number of her 
guests, though she doth not always, like 
her,get anything by it.” Francis Coven­ 
try. in bis “History of Pompey the 
Little,” published in 1751, says that 
“a 
drum 
is 
now 
the 
highest 
object 
of 
female 
wain-glory, 
the 
end whereof is to assemble as large a 
mob of quality as can possibly be con­ 
tained in one house.” He traces the 
name of the rivalry among the differ­ 
ent givers of the entertainment to se­ 
cure the largest list, for which pur­ 
pose they “beat up for volunteers.” 
Hut a paragraph in the same article 
unwittingly gives the true key: “The 
highest call nothing but a crowd a 
‘Drum,’ whereas the lowest often give 
that name to the commonest parties.” 
Here we have the derivation: Dutch 
drom is “crowd;” drommel verzame- 
liti is crowd together.” And the Sax­ 
on drom is the “noise” that proceeds 
from a ciowd. We pass over a sug­ 
gestion in a dictionary of quotations 
that the name applies to close pack­ 
ing, and is borrowed from a “drum of 
figs.” Tile word kettle in many Eu­ 
ropean communities means a house­ 
hold, a family, the little community 
that can all be fed, or may drink from 
the same kettle. A kettle drum is 
therefore a familiar crowd, a gather­ 
ing at a house without ceremony of

The Indians Coming. 
| 


J. H. Hallet informs a D ispatc h 
representative that the order by the 
government to the White Earth In­ 
dian agent commanding him to re­ 
strain the Indians on their reservation 
has been revoked for over three weeks 
and that his informant is Allen Jor­ 
dan the Leech Lake mail carrier who 
hasbeen in*Washington. No report of 
the contradictory order has been pub­ 
lished in the daily press and if it is a 
fact the people in this section are not 
been aware of it A petition was cir­ 
culated during last week among the 
business men, and generally signed, 
asking Agent Sheehan to allow the 
Indians to leave the reservation in 
order to gather the blueberry crop 
which will be ready to harvest in a 
week or ten days and Mr. Hallet has 
been informed that one thousand In­ 
dians will be in the woods as soon as 
theberries are ripe. A petition is also 
being circulated for signers by Mr. 
Hallett asking the United States 
marshal to send an officer here to stay 
until the Indians are through picking 
berries in order to arrest parties who 
may furnish them liquor, and the 
gentleman has also caused hand bills 
to be posted generally through the 
city and county calling attention to 
the fact that he will endeavor to re­ 
voke the license of every saloon 
keeper who sells liquor, or causes it 
to sold to the redskins. The blue­ 
berry crop will probably be one of 
the largest yet marketed in this sec­ 
tion.
